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Cyclist impaled 
on brake lever 
after accident

A HARLOW cyclist feels “extremely 
lucky” that she has the chance to recov¬ 
er after becoming impaled on part of 
her bike in a freak accident. 

Celina Jacques, 27, of Fifth Avenue was 
preparing for a 100-mile ride to London 
and back in memory of relatives lost to 
cancer. 

She was due to cycle next Saturday 
alongside friend Bonnie Bell, who wit¬ 
nessed the horror incident. 

It occurred shortly before 7pm near the 
humpback bridge in Rye Street, Bishop’s 
Stortford just three to four minutes into 
the duo’s daily training ride. 

Ms Jacques, pictured right, said: “I saw 
a car coming in the distance. I looked 
away and when I looked again it was a lot 
closer than I thought it would be. I start¬ 
ed to panic; my brain just didn’t think.” 

Ms Jacques clipped the curb and 
crashed into stinging nettles. JJer right 
leg was stuck underneath the bike and 
her left was on top, the brake lever 
embedded in her thigh. 

“At first I didn’t feel it. I went to get up 
and I felt a pressure, which is when I 
looked at my leg. I screamed ‘Help me, 
help me!”’ 

A woman in a BMW stopped to assist 
while a man directed traffic around her 
car. An off duty fireman then arrived. 

An ambulance was on its way from 
Cheshunt, so he called his crew, striking

over pensions at the time, to help. 

They cut the bike’s handlebars, but not 
the lever, and gave Ms Jacques pain-kill¬ 
ing gas and air. 

She was eventually taken to Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 


The fundraiser had to wait to see a spe¬ 
cialist because of fears the lever had hit a 
crucial blood vessel, or be transferred to 
another hospital. 

She chose to wait and a specialist 
arrived on Tuesday morning (July 15) 
and an operation to remove the lever 
took place soon after. 

Ms Jacques, a cashier at HSBC, will 
remain at PAH until the end of this week. 

“It’s been a life-changing experience 
and I’ve been extremely lucky,” she said. 

“I’m extremely grateful to everyone 
who stopped to help me, the emergency 
services and everyone at the hospital - 
they’ve been brilliant.” 

The ride to Kew Gardens and back, in 
aid of Cancer Research UK, will now be 
completed by Mrs Bell and her husband 
Martin. 

Ms Jacques said: “I’m absolutely devas¬ 
tated [to miss out] but Bonnie’s amazing. 
She saw me have this freak accident and 
she’s still got the guts to do it. She’s told 
me that she’s doing it for me.” 

Mrs Bell, 28, lives with her husband, 
also 28, and daughter Sophia, 7, in Rye 
Street. It was decided the ride would take 
place around the time Mr Bell’s uncle 
passed away from cancer. 

Mrs Bell said: “He’s not done much 
training, but he’s positive and looking 
forward to it.”

Halfon takes parking 
campaign to the PM

PRIME Minister David Cameron 
and health secretary Jeremy Hunt 
have agreed to talks over hospital 
parking charges - in a major break¬ 
through for Harlow MP’s campaign. 

Tory MP Robert Halfon will raise 
the concerns of thousands of people 
in a meeting on Monday. 

Mr Halfon, who took up the cam¬ 
paign after complaints from constit¬ 
uents, has urged residents to send in 
as many details of hospital rip-offs as 
possible, so he can show them to the 
PM. 

Mr Halfon, pictured, said: “For 
many patients and the families, driv¬ 
ing to hospital is an essential. Many 
people who live in rural areas, or 
have to travel to hospital during 
unconventional hours will be unable 
to use public transport. 

“Added to this, many illnesses 
mean it is essential that people travel 
by car, for example cancer patients 
who are immunocompromised. 

“Considering this, charging 
patients to park is a stealth tax on the 
sick - hitting them a time when they 
are often at their most vulnerable. 

“It is great that David Cameron has 
agreed to a meeting to discuss the 
great hospital car park rip-off. 



“The more people who can send in 
their stories, the more we can put 
pressure on our hospitals to stop this 
stealth tax on the most vulnerable.” 

More than 100 MPs are also backing 
calls for fees to be cut - fueling hopes 
the issue will be debated in the House 
of Commons. 

Mr Halfon last month revealed that 
the Royal Free Hospital in 
Hampstead, north London charges 


£504 for parking. 

In the east of England, 91 per cent of 
hospitals charge for car parking, 
compared to just under 80 per cent 
nationally. 

The average charge for parking in 
the east of England is £2.11, whereas 
the average across England is £1.57. 

Three-quarters of hospitals across 
the country rake in up to £4 and as 
much as £12 for four hours. 

The Department of Health says that 
scrapping parking fees would cost 
the NHS £200m. 

Jeremy Hunt has also confirmed he 
will hold talks on hospital car park¬ 
ing charges, amid pressure to end the 
“rip-off” of high fees. 

The Health Secretary told MPs that 
parking costs at some hospitals “are 
just too high”, adding he is happy to 
look at what can be done on the issue. 

Conservative Robert Halfon 
(Harlow) had told Mr Hunt that nurs¬ 
es are paying an extra £200 a month 
and patients an extra £40 a week due 
to “ever-increasing” charges. 

Mr Hunt replied: “I do share your 
concerns that the car parking charg¬ 
es in some hospitals are just too high. 

“I understand hospitals have finan¬ 
cial pressures, as do many parts of 
the system, but I am happy to talk to 
you at another stage about what spe¬ 
cifically can be done on this issue.”

SIR I read with dismay of the dire condition 
of Kingsmoor House, a building I remember 
from the 1980s when it had been splendidly 
refurbished inside and out. 

Sadly it was neglected by successive 
councils who thought they were saving 
money. We have seen the same thing 
happen all over Harlow as important 
buildings have been allowed to deteriorate 
to the point where it is deemed cheaper to 
demolish them. 

Over the years we have lost the pitch and 
putt course in the Town Park, we have lost 
our paved footways, replaced to save money 
by drab Tarmac. For a while The Playhouse 
was closed, leading to all the local theatrical 
and musical groups moving elsewhere, not 
to mention the young people who used to 
meet there regularly on Saturdays. None of 
these came back when it re-opened. 

Now the council is planning a further 
dumbing down of what was once our new 
town, disguised as an exercise in local 
democracy. 

The prudent houseowner doesn’t save 
money by ignoring a roof leak or rotten 
timber. Neither does the car owner save 
money by ignoring a funny noise. It is the 
job of the council to look after our interests. 
That means looking after the town and all 
its facilities. 

If it costs money, it will be money well 
spent and will, in the long run, benefit us all 
as Harlow becomes increasingly desirable as 
a place to live. When someone is buying a 
house they look for a town that is well 
maintained, carefully landscaped and has a 
wide range of facilities for young and old. If 
they do not find them the value of the 
property in that town will decline. 

Unfortunately our councilors seem to be 
more interested in finding out what will be 
most popular in the short term, thereby 
getting a few extra votes, than they are in 
reversing the downward trend of recent 
years. 

The message is clear. Make short-term cuts 
now and we will all pay for them later. Spend 
more now and not only will we see the 
immediate benefit but we won’t leave a 
legacy of neglect for the future.

Ambulance hold ups 
‘putting lives at risk’ 


AMBULANCES in the east of England 
are taking almost three minutes long¬ 
er to reach patients in a life-threaten¬ 
ing condition compared to three 
years ago, figures compiled by the 
Labour party show. 

Official NHS figures show that 
Category A ambulance callouts - 
where a life is threatened - are taking 
67 seconds longer on average to reach 
patients when compared to May 2011. 

In the east of England, ambulances 
took an average 2.8 minutes longer to 
respond to the most serious calls. 

Labour’s parliamentary hopeful for 
Harlow, Suzy Stride, places blame with 
hospital A&E departments for missing 
Government’s waiting time targets for 
“the last 51 weeks running”. 

She added: “This crisis in A&E has 
trapped ambulances in queues out¬ 
side hospitals - leaving the next caller 
facing longer, agonising waits.” 

For callers receiving a Category A 
response from an ambulance service,

speed is important. The chances of 
surviving cardiac arrest decrease by 10 
per cent with each minute that passes. 

The British Heart Foundation and 
the Stoke Association have warned 
that delays put lives at risk. 

Dr Dale Webb, director of research 
and information at the Stroke 
Association, said: “Lengthening 
ambulance times are concerning 
because stroke patients need to get to 
specialist treatment as soon as possi¬ 
ble. The quicker someone arrives at a 
specialist stroke unit the quicker they 
should receive the right treatment and 
the more likely they are to make a bet¬ 
ter recovery.” 

Ms Stride added: “For people who’ve 
suffered cardiac arrest or a stroke, 
every second counts and that is why 
this slump in standards cannot con¬ 
tinue.” 


“Urgent action is needed from the 
Government to turn things around.” 

East of England Ambulance Service 
Trust Chief Executive Dr Anthony 
Marsh joined the trust in January and 
identified and set out six key priorities 
to turn it around. 

He said: “We are putting more staff 
on the front line and reducing the 
number of cars to increase the number 
of ambulances. 

“We are recruiting 400 student para¬ 
medics by April 2015, the first group of 
which are already working from ambu¬ 
lance stations across the region, as well 
as up-skilling our existing emergency 
medical technicians and emergency 
care assistants. 

“Additional ambulances are also on 
the road, and we launched a replace¬ 
ment programme to ensure no ambu¬ 
lance in our fleet is older than five 
years by next spring. 

“These actions are starting to make a 
difference.” 


Recycling rates fall following county-wide trend 


RECYCLING and 
composting rates in Harlow 
have fallen in line with an 
Essex-wide trend according 
to the latest figures from 
the county council. 

Cllr Roger Walters, cabinet 
member for waste and 
recycling, said: “Recycling 
rates in Essex and 
nationally are falling but it 
remains as important as 
ever to carry on recycling. 


“Essex has a growing 
population. As landfill 
space reduces and cost for 
waste disposal increases we 
all need to try and avoid 
waste, and to recycle and 
reuse so that money can be 
spent on delivering valued 
services rather than landfill 
tax. 

“There is no excuse for not 
recycling in Essex as we 
make it easy for everyone to 


do so.” 

Between April 2012 and 
March 2013, the waste 
recycled in Harlow was 48.4 
per cent, compared to 66.7 
per cent in best-performing 
Rochford and 29.8 per cent 
in bottom of the pile 
Tendring. However in the 
following 12 months, the 
total for Harlow dropped to 
47.02 per cent. 

Although Essex is 


continuing to recycle more 
than the national average, 
recycling rates are starting 
to fall and the amount of 
waste is increasing. The 
totals for all waste 
collection authorities 
across Essex fell from 50.29 
per cent to 49.85 per cent 
over the same period. 

A large proportion of waste 
can be recycled, including 
bottles, cans, plastics,

Lib Dems ‘call in’ council’s expenses decision 


LIBERAL Democrats at Essex 
County Council have called in 
the decision not to pursue 
Lord Hanningfield in the civil 
courts. 

Essex County Council’s audit 
committee recommended no 
further action should be taken 
against the former leader over 
cash he claimed from the 
authority. 

ECC leader, councillor David 
Finch accepted the recom¬ 
mendation not to pursue legal 
action to recover nearly 
£51,000 but called on the peer 
to “do the right thing” and pay 


back the money the council 
says he owes Essex taxpayers. 

Leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group, councillor 
Mike Mackrory said: “I called 
in this decision because I 
believe we owe it to the coun¬ 
cil taxpayers of Essex to scru¬ 
tinise this decision. 

“There is an overwhelming 
public interest here for justice 
to be seen to be done; the 
£51,000 originally claimed 
back is a token amount out of 
the £288,000 claimed by him 
whilst Leader of the council. 

“Why should he get away 


with this when people who are 
in arrears with their council 
tax or people who have com¬ 
mitted fraud against the 
council are relentlessly pur¬ 
sued through the courts? 

“Why is there one rule for 
Lord Hanningfield and anoth¬ 
er for ordinary people?” 

Key decisions may be ‘called 
in’ for reconsideration and 
once the request is received, a 
meeting of the relevant scru¬ 
tiny committee is called. 

The decision is then referred 
to full council or back to the 
decision-making body. 


Councillor’s bid 
to improve road 
defects in ward

A UKIP councillor is calling on County Hall to 
repair ‘huge’ potholes in his ward filled and 
described new statistics showing a fall in road 
defects as ‘laughable’. 

Councillor Dan Long, one of three councillors 
for the Bush Fair ward, along with resident 
Harry Saunders say Essex County Council are 
not fixing the potholes in Brays Mead and 
Longfield. 

Some of the potholes, which have all been 
reported to ECC, are five inches deep accord¬ 
ing to Cllr Long. 

“I reported the potholes to Essex County 
Council and they said they would look into it,” 
he said. 

“But they were left and left and when I called 
again they said the engineer had been out and 
said it was possible to avoid them and it wasn’t 
a priority road. 

“It’s nonsense, you cannot avoid those pot¬ 
holes because of their position on the road and 
they way they have developed means you have 
to drive onto the other side of the road to avoid 
them which is dangerous.” 

Essex County Council released quarterly fig¬ 
ures last week which showed that potholes, 
cracks and other defects have reduced by 20 
per cent on Essex’s main roads since April this 
year. 

Road defects have fallen from 1,280 to 1,073 
on Priority 1 roads and from 3,296 to 2,590 on 
Priority 2 roads according to the figures. 

The statistics also reveal that defects requir¬ 
ing work on local roads rose from 11,674 to 
12,972 and more than 8,300 defects have been 
repaired across the three networks over the last 
three months. 

County councillor Rodney Bass, cabinet 
member for highways and transportation, said: 
“This is excellent news following a prolonged 
period of intensive work to bring Essex’s prior¬ 
ity routes up to the standard our residents 
expect. 

“We wish to build on this success and that is

why we have 20 extra four-man crews on the 
roads aiming to fix all current carriageway 
defects on the Priority 1, Priority 2 and rural 
local road networks by March 31, 2015. 

“We are also aiming to tackle the worst 700 
urban local roads during this period, dealing 
not only with carriageway work but also with 
pavements, drains, curbs and other street fur¬ 
niture.” 

But Cllr Long described the figures as “laugh¬ 
able”. 

“It isn’t just the roads in desperate need of 
repair but the pavements too. Harry had a 
measuring device and some potholes were five 
inches deep and one was so big, that the device 
was too small to measure it accurately. 

“[The state of roads and pavements] is a con¬ 
cern, especially for those driving and walking 
after dark coming back from work when the 
lights are switched off.”

Rugby club’s 
plans on hold 



HARLOW Rugby Club has with¬ 
drawn its planning applications 
for a new home at Latton Farm in 
Harlow. 

Writing on the club website, 
chairman Alan Brooking said: “In 
my last update I said that we had 
submitted our plans and that we 
expected to go to a planning meet¬ 
ing in June, unfortunately there 
are a number of further issues 
raised that means that planning 
have had to submit their report 
with a less than favourable out¬ 
come or we would have got the 
permission but with a load of 
unworkable conditions. 

“We have also received two major 
objections, which require a signifi¬ 
cant amount of work to deflect. 

“We have therefore withdrawn 
the application.” 

The club, based on Ram Gorse, 
Elizabeth Way, withdrew the 
application on Friday, July 4 and 
have said that it will not extend the 


expected start time on the site, 
which is still set for January/ 
February 2015. 

The proposals were part of a pub¬ 
lic consultation in February this 
year which showed plans for two 
developments - residential hous¬ 
ing at Elizabeth Way and a new 
rugby club pavilion, pitches and 
other facilities at Latton Farm in 
Second Avenue. 

Concerns were raised at the time 
about access to the site on Elizabeth 
Way and the impact on traffic lev¬ 
els. 

Mr Brooking added: “We are very 
confident that we can settle the 
planners concerns and overcome 
all the objections received. We will 
resubmit the applications in 2-3 
weeks, under a Planning 
Framework Agreement, which 
guarantees a degree of support 
from the planners plus set in con¬ 
crete the planning application 
meeting, currently in September.”

State-of-the-art science 
hub planned for GSK site

PUBLIC Health England is recom¬ 
mending that its national science 
hub be moved from laboratories in 
Wiltshire to the former 
GlaxoSmithKline campus in Harlow. 

The move - which has been mooted 
for several years - would bring mil¬ 
lions of pounds of investment to the 
town. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon wel¬ 
comed the announcement last 
Wednesday which follows a year of 
discussions with the deputy chief 
executive for PHE and lead for the 
Science Hub programme Richard 
Gleave and PHE chief executive 
Duncan Selbie. 

PHE announced that it would rec¬ 
ommend moving the Science Hub 
programme from its current base in 
Porton Down near Salisbury to the 
New Frontiers Science Park in 
Harlow. 

Mr Halfon said: “Since I have been 
Harlow’s MP I have been working 
hard to do everything possible to get 
Public Health England to move to 
Harlow, including having debates in 
the House of Commons, meeting 
with ministers and tabling parlia¬ 
mentary motions.” 

The decision was made following 


the consideration of seven different 
options, ranging from “do nothing” 
to “co-locate key science function in 
Harlow”. 

In a letter to Mr Halfon, Mr Selbie 
wrote: “The ambition is to provide a 
modern campus and facilities for the 
nation’s public health science, but 
this can only ever be realised if we 
retain and can attract the world’s 
best scientists and researchers.” 

Under the recommendation the 
programme’s support services will be 
moved to Harlow as well as PHE’s 
headquarters while maintaining a 
central London base. 

Mr Halfon said: “The announce¬ 
ment is a huge step forward.” 

Mr Selbie wrote that the move 
would be a “long programme” and 
“the current estimate is 2021 for 


completion following commissioning 
and validation of new-build laboratory 
facilities”. 

The Department of Health and HM 
Treasury will now be assessing the 
options and PHE’s recommendation 
and a decision is expected by the end of 
September. 

Leader of Harlow Council, Cllr Jon 
Clempner, said: “This is an extremely 
positive development for Harlow as it 
will increase the number of high qual¬ 
ity science and research jobs in the 
town. Harlow is a science-led town and 
this will add to that status and contrib¬ 
ute to the Enterprise Zone develop¬ 
ments in the town. 

“A Science Hub links perfectly with 
MedTech and will increase the attrac¬ 
tiveness of the town for businesses in 
the science and health sector.”

Voluntary arrangements for 
affordable debt repayments 


AN Individual Voluntary 
Arrangement or IVA is designed to 
relieve the pressure on a debtor and 
allow him or her to make affordable 
repayments towards debts. At the 
end of the IVA the remaining debt is 
written off. 

However, there are conditions 
such as the minimum payment 
each month towards debts should 
be at least £100. Applicants should 
also have a regular income from 
employment or a pension. 

IVAs are suitable for homeowners 
as, unlike most bankruptcies, 
selling the property is not 
compulsory. 

There is no limit on the amount of 
debt but it normally needs to be 
unsecured debt owed to two or 
more creditors totalling at least 
£10,000. There are fees and running 
costs which vary depending on the 
complications of the case. 

It is best to choose an IVA provider 
who does not charge upfront fees 
and spreads them over a prolonged 
period. Fees are normally included 
in the monthly payments. There are 
commercial firms who advertise 
that they can get a large percentage 
of your debt written off but you may 
have to pay up front for their 
services. Some charities provide 
IVA services. It is important to 
approach a reputable provider. 


How it works 

A “nominee” lists your debts and 
calculates how much you can afford 
to repay per month. 

A meeting of creditors is arranged 
and the details are put to them; the 
meeting is often online rather than 
face-to-face. They vote on whether 
to accept the IVA and their voting 
value depends on what proportion 
of the debt is owed to each creditor. 

If the vote is 75 per cent in favour 
then the IVA is set up for all 
creditors. A ‘supervisor’ then 
organises the IVA, collecting 
payments from the debtor and 
distributing it to creditors. 

If all goes to plan, normally after 
five years the IVA ends and the 
remaining debt is written off. If you 
own property you have to try and 
re-mortgage so any money raised 
can help pay your debts. 

If you can’t, you may have to 
continue payments for another 
year. 

If your circumstances get worse 
and you cannot afford the 
payments, the IVA may fail and you 
may be made bankrupt. 

Taking out an IVA can 
disadvantage some professionals 
such as accountants and solicitors. 
Before applying for an IVA, seek 
advice.

AN official report into the death of a heavi- 
ly-pregnant teenager who was murdered by 
her former boyfriend has revealed opportu- 
nites that may have saved her were missed. 

Tony McLernon, 24, is serving a life sen¬ 
tence for killing Eystna Blunnie, 19, in Harlow 
in June 2012. 

The Safer Harlow Partnership found there 
were many signs Ms Blunnie was in danger 
before she was fatally attacked. It recom¬ 
mended agencies should work together bet¬ 
ter to share information about high risk 
adults. 

The report investigated the build up to Miss 
Blunnie’s death and McLernon’s history with 
mental health service providers. 

It referred to an incident two months before 
Miss Blunnie - who was nine months preg¬ 
nant - was murdered in which McLernon had 
squeezed her by the throat until she could 
not breathe, threatening he would kill her. 

McLernon sent Ms Blunnie a text message 
telling her he had a surprise for her. Essex 
Police sought advice from the Crown 
Prosecution Service on whether he could be 
charged with an offence. 

At the time the CPS decided there was not 
enough evidence but later admitted that 
decision was wrong. 

The report’s author, Jackie Sully, said no 
-one could be sure if prosecuting McLernon 
would have changed the course of events 
leading to Miss Blunnie’s death. 

However, she said she was concerned that 
agencies involved in domestic violence cases 
did not share information internally or with 
other organisations.

“If nobody is getting the bigger picture, how 
on earth can you take steps to prevent what 
sometimes seems inevitable?” she said. 

Following publication of the report, Miss 
Blunnie’s father Kevin said he believed his 
daughter would still be alive if McLernon 
had been prosecuted earlier. 

“For that mistake, we lost our daughter and 
granddaughter,” he said. “In our hearts we 
feel had action been taken at that point, it 
would have made a difference.” 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said: “We acknowledge 
the findings of this 
review and we have 
worked hard to 
address the recom¬ 
mendations that 
have been made. 

“We are commit¬ 
ted to improving 
the police and 
partnership work¬ 
ing that underpins 
the effective combat¬ 
ing of domestic 
abuse.” 

The CPS has 
yet to com¬ 
ment.

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Taking flight with 
a giant of the sky 


THIRTY years after the 
fossilised remains of an 
enormous seabird were 
found in America, 
scientists have said 
they now believe it 
was the largest 
bird ever to 
have 

flown. _ 

The 

creature, 
which lived 
25 million years 
ago, would have 
been five times the size of a 
seagull and twice the size of 
the Californian condor and 
albatross - currently the 
world’s largest living birds. 

Its wingspan - the 
measurement between the 
tips of its wings - was 


between six and 7.4 
metres. 

It is believed it would have 
spent flying above the 
oceans, swooping down to 
catch fish. 

Its long, slender wings and 
light, hollow bones would 
have allowed it to glide on 
currents of air without the 
need to flap its wings. 

Daniel Ksepka, curator of 
science at the Bruce 
Museum in Connecticut, 
told reporters: “It is likely it 
could glide at speeds over 
10m per second. That’s 


faster than the human 
world record for 
the 100m 
dash.” 


Although 
graceful in 
flight, it is 
probable that it 
was less so on land. 

“The long wings would 
have been cumbersome and 
it would have probably spent 
as little time as possible 
walking around,” said Dr 
Ksepka. 

And when it came to taking 
off, computer models show 
it might have had to waddle 
downhill and hope to catch a 
gust of air!

Performers show dramatic strengths 


EMERGING from under a pile of rags on 
an Eastern European railway platform, 
the eponymous wanderer recounts his 
harsh life story in full and frank detail. 

And what a life! A homeless gypsy 
hounded from country-to-country, living 
off his wits, agility and the support of his 
true love, Nadia, he faces all obstacles 
with indomitable guile and bravery - 
even when that love is ripped from his 
side in an act of unspeakable brutality. 

As the ever-resourceful Milan, John 
Childs gave a towering performance, 
conveying both great strength and 
sensitivity as he related the character's 
gruelling past in brutally honest detail. 

Translator Michael Branwell's skilful 
and effective direction set the action 
on a virtually bare floor space with few 
props. Just as Milan must live off what 
he can find for himself, so Childs drew on 
his own strength and talent to describe 
the character's tragic journey. 

It was a mesmerising performance, 
ably supported by Carys Sullivan as 
the sweet-voiced Nadia - raped and 
murdered by marauding troops, she 
provided a ghostly backdrop to Milan's 
reminiscing - and composer/musician 
Les Sullivan, whose sensitive guitar work

The Travelling Man

and haunting vocals added even greater 
depth to the production. 

Travelling Man was written by Austrian 
actress/playwright Veronika Pernthaner 
who, on her first visit to England, was in 
the audience for this English language 
premiere of her powerful work. 

The sombre atmosphere was initially 
relieved by the second play, On The 
Bridge by 19th century Bohemian writer 
Vaclav Kliment Klicpera, a satirist known 
for his ridicule of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. 

Translated by Michael Branwell and 
directed by Henrietta Branwell, the play 
starts off in a humorous tone as it sets 
a group of citizens on a bridge linking 
two war-torn communities. The bridge 
is guarded at either end by jobsworth 
soldiers (Geoffrey Leeds and Michael 
Rees) who allow pass-holders on to the 
bridge - but won't let them off once they 
get to the other side. 

But the humour fades as the ridiculous 


stalemate sees five linked characters 
effectively imprisoned on the bridge 
and in terrible danger as artillery 
fire booms all around them. At 
first, these characters squabble and 
harangue one another over various 
personal grievances. But as they 
become increasingly frightened by 
their dangerous situation, they cling to 
one another and eventually become 
reconciled. 

As the five, Kerry Rowland, Adam 
Sabatti, Dan Powell, Claire Quley and 
Michael Branwell were forthright and 
convincing as innocents caught up in a 
desperate situation they have no way of 
controlling. 

It's only when a colonel from the 
winning side (Sebastien Ellson) turns up 
that the five trapped citizens are allowed 
off the bridge - warfare has actually 
saved them and resolved their personal 
hostilities. 

This bold and innovative double 
production highlighted the human 
condition in all its strengths and 
weaknesses, giving the Players the 
opportunity to display their considerable 
dramatic strengths.

SINCE creating a meadow area in his 
own back garden three years ago, Sir 
David Attenborough has enjoyed an 
influx of wildlife and is this year hoping 
to see a wide range of butterflies visiting 
it. 

"I have an area of meadow turf with 
a mown lawn walkway which winds its 
way through it and I see a number of 
different butterflies - meadow browns, 
cabbage whites and occasionally 
tortoiseshells. I haven't seen a red 
admiral for a number of years though, 
but I used to.” 

As president of the charity Butterfly 
Conservation, Sir David, pictured, will 
be taking part in this year's Big Butterfly 
Count, in which members of the public 
are asked to report sightings to give the 
charity a clearer picture of the nation's 
butterflies. This, in turn, gives us a view 
of the state of the countryside as a 
whole. 

Garden favourite the small 
tortoiseshell enjoyed its best year for a 
decade last summer, while peacocks, 
small and large white also had good 
years, but migrants including red 
admirals and painted lady struggled. 

"The count helps us a great deal,” 
says Sir David. "It provides a recognition 
chart from a scientifically accurate, 
huge army of observers whose results 
can give you all kinds of important 
information. 

"What we know is that last year was 
a good year for butterflies in that a

lot of species came back or increased 
in numbers, but the decline in British 
butterflies is still going on. Last year was 
an optimistic blip." 

Three quarters of the UK's butterflies 
are in decline and one third are in 
danger of extinction, according to the 
charity. 

"This is bad news for butterflies and 
it is bad news for the UK's birds, bees, 
bats and other wildlife. Butterflies are 
a key indicator species of the health of 
our environment - if they are struggling, 
then many other species are struggling 
also,” says Sir David. 

"Butterflies are pollinators, pollinating 
the countryside. To have pollinators 
in the countryside means you have a 
healthy and renewing countryside. If 
you lose them, you will lose a great 
deal.” 

Butterfly numbers have declined 
because the numbers of wild places left 
in the countryside have diminished as 
agriculture has become more efficient, 
he says. 

"But if you put together all our 
suburban gardens, they form a huge 
area in the British landscape and they 
can help replace those wild places that 
agriculture has taken over." 

He says gardeners can all do their 
bit to help butterflies. "Gardeners can 
take a small patch of their cultivated, 



cosseted garden to go wild. You may 
not like nettles or brambles, but they 
provide food for quite a range of 
butterflies." 

Plants including buddleia, Verbena 
bonariensis, lavender, perennial 
wallflowers and marjoram are all 
magnets for butterflies. Other plants 
which attract them include hebes, 
Michaelmas daisies, cosmos, phlox, 
pinks and heleniums. 

Choose sunny, sheltered spots to plant 
nectar-rich flowers and try to provide 
flowers right through the butterfly 
season. Spring flowers are vital for 
butterflies coming out of hibernation 


while autumn flowers help butterflies 
build up their reserves for winter. 

UK butterflies rallied last summer 
following their worst year on record but 
numbers were still below average. 

Dr Tom Brereton, head of monitoring 
at Butterfly Conservation, says: "The 
recovery of butterflies in 2013 was 
highly welcome but there is still a long 
way to go before butterflies return to 
former glories. 

"Our ongoing monitoring efforts will 
be vital in assessing whether we are on 
track to reverse butterfly declines and 
rebuild a healthy countryside." 

The Big Butterfly Count runs from

DAWN OF THE PLANET OF THE APES

Blending state-of-the-art special effects with an 
intelligent script, Dawn Of The Planet Of The 
Apes conjures two hours of animal magic that 
looks set to be crowned king of the blockbuster 
swingers. 

Tim Burton's abortive Planet Of The Apes 
is now a distant memory thanks to the 2011 
revamp Rise Of The Planet Of The Apes and this 
superior sequel, which pushes the art of motion- 
capture performance to new limits. 

Andy Serkis' exemplary work as Caesar, the 
super-intelligent chimpanzee who leads the ape 
uprising, is the film's emotional heartbeat. 

His ability to convey the character's rage, 
despair and passion through movement and 
subtle gesture is breathtaking. 

Toby Kebbell is also compelling as Caesar's 
war-mongering rival, who believes the key to his 
species' survival is the extermination of humans. 

Mark Bomback, Rick Jaffa and Amanda Silver's 
script elegantly draws parallels between the

feuding primates, juxtaposing tender scenes of 
parenting with bruising skirmishes that create 
divisions on both sides. 

Ten winters have passed since simian flu 
ravaged the globe. In the absence of law and 
order, basic resources such as water, food and 
electricity are dangerously depleted. 

One-time military man Dreyfus (Gary Oldman), 
who lost his entire family to the virus, leads 
survivors of the ALZ-113 virus in San Francisco. 

He despatches a team led by family 
man Malcolm (Jason Clarke) to access the 
O'Shaughnessy Dam, which provides the city 
with electricity. 

In the forest that envelops the dam, the 
scouting party encounters apes led by Caesar, 
including his ambitious second-in-command 
Koba (Kebbell), impetuous son Blue Eyes (Nick

Konoval). 

Malcolm's trigger-happy compatriot Carver 
(Kirk Acevedo) shoots one of the apes and the 
humans are banished to their stronghold. 

Once Dreyfus learns about the neighbouring 


ape community, he asks Malcolm and co to 
refrain from telling the other survivors. 

Malcolm realises that he must earn Caesar's 
trust to gain access to the dam so he prepares to 
return to the forest with wife Ellie (Keri Russell) 
and teenage son Alexander (Kodi Smith-McPhee). 

Dawn Of The Planet Of The Apes is a slick thrill 
ride with brains as well as brawn. 

The grim mood, which permeates the first half, 
leads to all-guns-blazing war and director Reeves 
orchestrates these brutal sequences with elan. 

Digital effects are jaw-dropping, giving birth to 
a realistic army of blood-thirsty apes who cram 
every chaotic, blood-spattered frame. 

The film's strong anti-gun message comes 
through loud and clear, but the appetite for 
destruction overpowers diplomacy.

I have no idea what my 
own is never mind 
someone else’s and so I 
dutifully called my friend 
to interrupt her on the sun 
lounger. She knew 
precisely as much as I did. 

The couple I was showing 
round looked exasperated 
and explained that it would 
be crucial. They were 
moving out of London and 
seemed to view 
Hertfordshire along the 
same broadband lines as 
Burkina Faso. 

It brought home to me 
just how our relationship 
with the online world is 
now so entwined in our 
daily lives that it can even 
affect house prices. More 
and more of us are using 
the internet to work from 
home and when the 
working day is over, spend 
our leisure time on it, too.

I did some research of my 
own and saw that earlier 
this year Rightmove added 
a speed checker to its 
property search results.

THERE’S a great deal that’s new 
about the M4, not least the name. 

Previously you could have an M3 
in coupe, saloon and convertible 
formats, but now the M3 is saloon 
only. 

The M4 takes on the mantle as 
the coupe will be the most 
popular model by far. You get a 
stack of bespoke exterior parts to 
add menace as well as a bit of 
downforce and there’s 85kg of 
weight saved over the old car with 
bits like the carbonfibre roof, strut 
brace and a lightweight 
driveshaft. 

But the biggest news is under the 
bonnet. The naturally aspirated 
V8 has been binned in favour of a 
twin turbocharged six-cylinder 
unit for the first time on an M car. 
As usual, it’s for the sake of 
efficiency: the new unit has more 
power and torque than the old car 
but emissions are down 26 per 
cent. 

Looks and image 

As you’d expect, the 
transformation to M4 brings with 
it some extra aggression. There 
are big air vents at the front, a 
deep chin spoiler, flared 



wheelarches and big wheels as 
standard, and the result is a 
terrific-looking thing from pretty 
much any angle. 

Colour choice is another matter. 
The eye-catching metallic yellow 
shown here is certainly not for the 
faint-hearted, while more 
moderate shades provide a more 
stealthy look. 

Space and practicality 

The transformation to M4 gives 
almost nothing away to the 
standard car, so sadly you’ve got 
no excuse for leaving the loved 
ones behind in a haze of tyre 
smoke. 


Up front, there are excellent 
sports seats, plenty of head and 
legroom even for taller drivers and 
you can fit adults in the back 
seats, too. The boot is also 
impressive with 445 litres, and 
sensibly it has a good luggage net 
to stop everything flying about - 
which it would otherwise most 
certainly do. 

Behind the wheel 
Like all the current M cars, the M4 
gives you a multitude of options to 
play with, offering three settings 
for the engine, suspension, 
gearbox and steering. 

With everything set to either 


Comfort or Efficiency, the M4 does 
a pretty convincing impression of 
a bog-standard 4 Series. 

It rides well and is quiet, bar the 
odd growl from the engine when 
you poke it. But frankly, that’s a 
waste of a performance car. 

Turn everything up to the 
middle sport mode and instantly 
it feels more alert. 

Squeeze the throttle and the 
response is instant, that 
turbocharged engine offering up 
strong torque regardless of engine 
revs, and there’s a pleasing 
metallic note from the exhaust 
thanks to some clever electronic 
enhancement. 


Push the M4 hard and the grip is 
hugely impressive, the optional 
carbon ceramic brakes very strong 
and its overall composure superb. 
It’s a genuine M car, no doubt. 
Value for money 
Compared to the outgoing car, 
the M4 has had a notable upgrade 
in the amount of standard kit. 

You now get 19-inch wheels, 

Xenon headlights, the adaptive M 
suspension and things like folding 
electric mirrors as standard where 
previously they were options. 

That’s not to say you can’t go a 
bit nuts with the options; the 
desirable carbon ceramic brakes 
are £6,250 but the M Laptimer app 
is free to download at least. 

Who would buy one 
There are two main types of 
people that will want an M4 on 
their driveway. 

Firstly there are the enthusiasts 
who know the history of the M 
cars and want a performance car 
that has motorsport links and can 
cut it on the track as well as on the 
road. 

The other type are the badge 
snobs who want that M badge - 
and possibly one of the more eye¬ 
catching colours - to let everyone 
know they’ve arrived.

RISING basketball star losh 
Steel was recognised as one of 
the top performers at a special 
NBA and FIBA camp in Italy for 
Europe’s best young players.

A superb open court dunk by 
Steel gave England a 23-13 lead 
into the first break, but Israel 
fought back to win. 

Steel is also set to play against 
Spain today duly 17) before tak¬ 
ing his place in the final 12-man 
England squad which will head 
to the Division A European 
Championships on luly 24.

Morris at heart of changes 
for Wimbledon star Nick

IT has certainly been a busy time for 
Harlow tennis supremo John Morris, 
as he accompanied new Wimbledon 
sensation Nick Kyrgios back to 
Australia. 

Kyrgios was mobbed by hundreds of 
fans who turned up at Canberra 
Airport to cheer the 19-year-old on his 
triumphant return to his native coun¬ 
try. 

Morris (32), of Ram Gorse, is man¬ 
ager of the player who caused a mas¬ 
sive upset when he knocked multi- 
Grand Slam winning champion Rafa 
Nadal out of this year’s tournament. 

Kyrgios has decided to change 
coaches to allow him to spend more 
time at home in Canberra. 

However, Morris remains his man¬ 
ager and will be overseeing his prepa¬ 
rations for the hard court season 
when the Aussie is expected to make a 
similar impact to that which saw him 
reach the Wimbledon quarter-finals, 
catapulting him up the ATP world 
rankings. 

Kyrgios had been training at Gosling 
Park in Hertfordshire, which is where 
Morris is based for most of the year, 
and was coached by Simon Rea. 

But the Aussie will now head back 
down under and will be coached by 
Todd Larkham and Josh Eagle in 
Canberra. 

Morris explained: “I’m still Nick’s 
manager and will continue in that 
role. Once Nick decided on a coaching 
change we discussed who he would 
like to work with, then it was up to me 
to set the wheels in motion and go 
about bringing in the people we both 
had in mind. 

“Of course with two coaches in the 
team it will reduce or even erase the 
weeks he will be without a coach 
which were the weeks I would jump in 
and coach, but I’m more than happy 
managing Nick and the team going 
forwards and am happy we have got 
this sorted swiftly so that Nick is 
unaffected when it comes to his train¬ 
ing which he will start again on 
Tuesday (July 15). 

“Things have been manic here since 
we arrived back, there were over 300 


people waiting to greet him at 
Canberra Airport as well as TV crews 
wanting interviews. It will be a big 
and drastic change for him what with 
the financial change too and new 
sponsors wishing to be involved but 
the key here is that he focuses on his 
tennis and continues to improve and 
that’s down to me to get that balance 
right, which I will because the tennis 
is the priority no question.” 

Krygios earned £226,000 in prize 
money for reaching the last eight at 
SW19, just missing out on the semi¬ 


finals when he went down in four sets 
to Canadian Milos Raonic. 

Morris, who has been away from his 
family while he helps his young pro¬ 
tege in Australia, continued: “Nick’s 
next event will be the ATP 1000 event 
in Toronto followed by Cincinnati and 
then I’ll head home for a week as it’s 
my mum’s 60th and then I’ll meet him 
in New York just before the US Open. 

“After the Open Nick will play for 
Australia in the Davis Cup in Cottesloe 
in Perth and then we will see where he 
is physically on the rest of the year. 


“A busy time but an exciting time 
too.” 

Morris is also manager of Aljaz 
Bedene, who is trying to switch 
nationalities to represent Britain. 

“On top of Nick’s great success Aljaz 
Bedene won an ATP Challenger in the 
second week of Wimbledon too, 
which is great as he’s been out injured 
for a while and struggled for form, so 
to see him switch from the grass to 
the clay and win was great for him 
and his confidence,” added Morris. 

“On a side note our GTC Nike 
International at Queenswood School 
has started, with the qualifying under 
way and the main draw due to start on 
Monday. It’s an U-14 Tennis Europe 
event and an U-18 ITF event for both 
boys and girls. I have dedicated the 
trophy to my old coach and mentor 
Dill Charles, who was a massive influ¬ 
ence on the sporting and tennis land¬ 
scape in Harlow and someone who 
would have loved to have been 
involved in such an event as he was so 
dedicated to the development of ten¬ 
nis in youngsters. I just wish he was 
alive to see it all.”

Cowley’s Euro pain 
as England suffer 
semi-final defeat 

GABRIELLA Cowley came home empty-handed 
from the European Ladies Amateur Team 
Championships, but can be proud after a series 
of excellent performance as England only 
narrowly miss out on a medal. 

The 18-year-old Harlow golfer played well in 
the qualifying period as England dominated in a 
competition, held in Slovenia, involving 120 
players from 21 countries. 

Moving on to the matchplay knock-out she won 
matches as England progressed in the last four. 

Competing at the Ljubljana Golf & Country Club 
in the Slovenian capital, Cowley and her England 
team knocked out Italy, but lost to eventual 
winners France in the semi-final. 

In the bronze medal play-off match, England 
lost 1.5 points to 5.5 to Switzerland. 

Cowley, of Threshers Barn, played one match 
on Saturday after five days of gruelling 
strokeplay and matchplay. 

She lost by one hole to Cylia Damerau. 

In the semi-final match on Friday, Cowley 
played two matches in the 4-3 loss to France. 

She partnered Bronte Law in the first match 
and they gave England a great start, winning 
4&2 against the France pairing of Celine Boutier 
and Shannon Aubert. 

But Cowley lost heavily in her second match, 
going down 6&5 against Emma Broze. 

Narrow defeats in the last two singles matches 
for Charlotte Thomas and Hayley Davis turned a 
3-2 lead into a 4-3 loss as France marched into 
the gold medal match, which they won by 
beating Finland. 

England had earlier beaten Italy. 

Cowley played Italy’s Arianna Scaletti in a 
singles match, which she won convincingly 4&3. 

Cowley and Law played in a match, which went 
to four extra holes before they lost at the 22nd 
hole to Bianca Maria Fabrizio and Roberta Liti. 

The match overall was tied at 3-3 but Davis 
beat Fabrizio at the first extra hole to give 
England a 4-3 win overall. 

Cowley was in 30th place out of more than 100 
golfers competing in the English Women’s 
Amateur Championships at St Enodoc Golf Club 
in Cornwall when the Star went to press 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

She shot a 77 on Tuesday and was six over 
after nine holes. 

This left her on 12 over par and close to not 
making the cut for the final two days of the 
tournament, which ends Friday.

to silence doubters 


Medal ‘the goal’ at Commonwealths and Euro Champs 



ANDREW Osagie’s coach Craig 
Winrow has backed his man to silence 
his critics and make sure August ends 
with his title as Britain’s best 800m 
runner firmly cemented. 

Winrow says 26-year-old Harlow 
Athletic Club member Osagie will be 
targeting a medal at both the 
Commonwealth Games, which start in 
Glasgow next week, and the European 
Championships inZurich, Switzerland, 
starting on August 12. 

Dogged by a hamstring injury which 
cost him his British Championships 
title in Birmingham nearly a fortnight 
ago, but former Burnt Mill School pupi 
Osagie has been working hard to hit 
his peak as he heads into a massive 
month. 

Osagie will join the likes of Dwain 
Chambers and Dai Greene at the 
Europeans, after being called up by 
British Athletics on Tuesday, alongside 
main rival Michael Rimmer, as 
Mukthar Mohammed missed out. 

Winrow, who trains Osagie at their 
base in London, said: “It was not a sur¬ 
prise, he’s still the best in Britain. At 
the British Championships he had a 
problem with his hamstring. The result 
was not ideal but we have gone over 
that over the last week and he has pro¬ 
gressed.” 

But first Osagie will represent 
England when he takes on some of the 
world’s greatest 800m runners, includ¬ 
ing World Record holder and London 
2012 Olympic Games gold medalist, 
Kenyan David Rudisha. 

Winrow says the Commonwealth 
Games will be no harder than the 
Europeans in terms of winning a 
medal, despite the appearance of 
Rudisha, widely acclaimed as the 
greatest 800m runner of all time. 

Winrow said: “Rudisha and [Nijel] 
Amos will be at the Commonwealths, 
but at the Europeans you have the two 
Polish guys [Adam Kszczot and Marcin 
Lewandowski], the Frenchman 
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[Pierre-Ambroise Bosse] and the 
Spaniard [Kevin Lopez]. They have 
had 1.44 [one minute 44 seconds 
times], so it will be just as difficult.” 

When quizzed whether Osagie can 
bring home a medal from either of the 
championships, Winrow said: “That’s 
our goal - that’s what we want. The 
preparation has not gone as we would 
have liked. He has got to try and pre¬ 
pare to the best of his ability. That’s all 
he can do.” 

The Kenyans, Ethiopians and 
Botswana runner Amos are expected 
to dominate the Commonwealths. 

Osagie has only competed in the 
Commonwealths once before, and that 
was when he finished ninth in the 
semi-final in Delhi, India four years 
ago. 

However, he will be roared on by a 
huge crowd, evoking memories of his 
brilliant performance in the 800m 
final in London two years ago, when he 
clocked a career best 1.43 at the 
Olympic Games. 

Winrow does not think Rudisha will 
have it all his own way this time. 
“Rudisha has been out a year. He has 
not been the same as he was in 2012,” 
he said. 

The key for Osagie is overcoming his 
hamstring injury. 

Winrow explained: “Rehabilitation 
has made him stronger. There was a 
little bit of a flare-up, and that’s noth¬ 
ing new.” 

Osagie will compete in the Diamond 
League at Monaco tomorrow (Friday) 
as he prepares for the Commonwealth 
Games, and this will give a strong indi¬ 
cation as to whether the athlete, from 
Northbrooks in Harlow, can find that 
extra gear needed to find the form that 
made him a household name two years 
ago.

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HARLOW Town boss Danny Chapman has 
appointed former Hawks player Spencer 
Knight as his new assistant. 

Knight, who can play on the left, played for 
Harlow during the 2009/10 campaign.

Paul West-Hook served as assistant manager 
and physiotherapist last season, and Chapman 
wanted him to fulfil the latter role again. 

Chapman explained: “Paul did a fantastic 
job for me. I just wanted him to concentrate 
on one role but because his work commit¬ 
ments have changed he cannot commit any 


more to the physio role full-time.” 

Chapman has appointed Ryan Jessey as his 
chief scout. 

“He will be with us on matchdays but will be 
going to other games,” Chapman said. 

Harlow host Ryman premier side Enfield 
Town at The Harlow Arena tomorrow (Friday). 

In their first friendly, Harlow thrashed 
Enfield 1893 6-0 at home through goals from 
Chinedu McKenzie (2), James Smith, Ben
